REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The most remarkable prior art of record is Walker et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,267,760) and Loto Quebec, Replay Option, October 2002, (http://loteries.loto-uebec, 
com/web/j sp/MainPage,jsp?Params:Y.US.80700.0). 
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The Examiner agrees with the remarks by the Applicant submitted May 1 1 , 2009. 
In regard to independent claim 1, "No combination of Walker and Loto Quebec 
describes or suggests. ..the point of sale terminal being unable to read data identified by 
a second machine-readable means printed on a second ticket by a standard lottery 
terminal." 

None of the prior art of record remedies the deficiencies found in Walker and 
Loto Quebec. Furthermore, neither the prior art, the nature of the problem, nor 
knowledge of a person having ordinary skill in the art, provide any reasonable rationale 
to combine prior art teachings. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
